Justice Brown’s Vote Decides. 


that the islands became part of the United 
Siates when the treaty was ratified, was 
made up of Justices Brown, Fuller, Harlan, 
Brewer, and. Peckham. To this decision 
Justices Gray, White, Shiras, and McKenna 
dissented. Theh, in the second case, wherein 
the right of Congress to legislate for the 
Territories independent of the constitution 
was systained, the majority was made up of 
Justices Brown, Shiras, White, Gray, and 
McKenna. To this decision Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justices Harlan, Brewer, and Peck- 
ham dissented. 

The curious feature, of course, is that 
Justice Brown, who acted first with one 
quartet and then with another quartet, de- 
livered the majority opinion in each case. 
To cap the climax, when he delivered the 
opinion sustaining the right of Congress to 
legislate for the Territory and upholding the 
constitutionality of the Foraker act, his 
reason for arriving at his decision was dis- 
sented to not only by the four dissenting 
Justices but even by the four with whom he 
was acting to make up a majority. : 


Majority Divided Over Reasons. 

In this second branch of the case, involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the Foraker act, 
Justices Gray, White, Shiras, and McKen- 

na took occasion to declare publicly that, 
while they agreed with Justice Brown in 
declaring the act constitutional, they did 
not at all agree with the reasone which he 
assigned for his decision. Thus, in the sec- 
ond: branch of the case, the remarkable 
spectacle was produced of a Justice reading 
a majority opinion whose logic was repudi- 
ated by every other member of the bench. 

Owing to the tangled condition of affairs 
on the bench and the different opinions 
handed down, great confusion has arisen as 
to effect of the actions of the court, 
and the earlier reports sent out to after- 
noon papers were almost wholly misleading. 
In all these cases the question involved was 
the legality of duties assessed, either in this 
country or fh its island possessions, on goods 

between the two. In no case is the 
relation of the islands to foreign countries

thrown. 

May Withhold Full Citizenship, 

He cited the Louisiana purchase and other 
instances where considerable time elapsed 
prior to incorporation, and continued: 

“ Where a treaty contains no conditions 
for incorporation, and, above all, where it 
not only has no such conditions but express- 
ly provides to the contrary, that incorpora- 
tion does not arise until in the wisdom of 
Congress it is deemed that the acquired ter- 
ritory has reached that state where it is 
proper that it should enter into and form a 
part of the American family.” 

Attention was then called to the fact that 
the treaty of peace expressly provided that 
the civil rights and political status of the 
inhabitants of the islands should be deter- 
mined by Congress; and the conclusion was 
stated as follows:

MOURNING PARTIES. 
Friends and Relatives of Late James 


Callahan Incensed When They Dis- 
cover, on Way to Cemetery, That 
Body of Deceased Is Not on Train— 
‘Force Delay Which Angers Other 
‘Passengers — Remains Refused In- 
' terment Through Lack of Permit. 


Absence of the body of James Callahan, 
2023 Butler street, from the Grand Trunk 
funeral train on Sunday afternoon nearly 
led ‘to a clash between different parties of 
mourners at the Archer avenue station. The 
train ‘was delayed, the excitement of the 
passengeérs the police from 
the Twenty-second Street Station were sum- 
moried to. preserve order. Then the train 
proceeded, one hour behind schedule time, 
for Mount Olivet Cemetery. ; 

There were seventy-five persons in the 
Callahan party. They occupied a chartered 
car at the rear of the train which left the 
Dearborn station at noon. Just before reach- 
ing the Archer avenue station it was learned 
the body of the deceased was not on board. 
This fact. aroused great indignation among 
the mourt@rs, and they blamed the rail- 
road authorities. ‘When the train stopped 
at Archer avenue, it is alleged, they refused 
to permit’ Conductor Hill to signal his engi- 
neer to go ahead. This delay aggravated the 
other passengers, and a conflict seemed im- 
minent, when Sergeant Morris McGrath, with 
a ‘detail of police, arrived and commanded 
that the conductor be allowed to proceed with 
the train. . 

- After reaching.the cemetery the Callahan 
mourners. had to wait another hour. for the 
arrival of the body. It was driven from the 
Dearborn station’ in a hearse. Then the 
situation was further complicated by the 
refusal of the superintendent of the burying 
ground to permit interment. His action was 
based on the absence of a proper burial cer- 
tificate, As a consequence the body’ was 
placed in a receiving vault, and friends and 
relatives of the dead returned to the city 
without attending the services at the grave. 

Undertaker Michael M. Blake, 701 Thirty- 
first street, was In charge of the funeral, and 
to him are charged the distressing occur- 
rences. His alleged failure to secure a 
buria] permit led the railway officials to re- 
fuse transportation to the body of Callahan. 
Dr. M..O. Heckard of the Health depart- 
‘ment,. who. has charge of the burial permits, 
criticised Blake when the latter called to 
explain hig actions, 

“If you remove bodies without permits, 
having been an Alderman, what do you think 
we can do with wie?’ inquired Dr. Heck- 
ard of the undertaker. “ This is the second 
case in which you have had trouble. You 
started to remove the remains of a diphthe- 
ria patient from the County Hospital with- 
out a permit, and this department had to in- 
terfere. I shall have to mention 
to Commissioner Reynolds.” 

In the death certificate Dr. Joseph Trench- 
ard, 343 Twenty~-sixth street, gave as the 
“chief and determining cause” of death 
acute peritonitis from rupture of the intes- 
tines, and gave as the contributing and con- 
secutive cause alcoholism. Peritonitis fre- 
quently results from violence, and acute al- 
coholism also is a case forthe Coroner. This 
made it necessary to return the certificate 
for further explanation. The physician put 
in the necessary qualifying words, showing 
that. the peritonitis was infammation of the 
bowels, and that the alcoholism was chronic, 
and a buria) permit then was issued. 2

The Hennepin’s crew worked man- 
fully to save their boat, however, arid when 
near Waugoschance. they. succeeded in put- 
ting the last of the firg out. 

The blaze had originated under the boil- 
ers, and the deckbeams of the boiler deck, 
four in number, with stringer and stanchions, 
are destroyed. 

After the crew of the Hennepin had de- 
clared that they needed further help, the 
Cuba was turned tow the straits again 
and the Hennepin started for Gladstone, and 
will arrive there at 3 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, if everything goes well.

| Nowhere about Chicago is the blush of 
spring more captivating, the foliage of sum- 
mer more satisfying, the colors of autumn 
more abundant than along the winding path 
—ten or twelve miles back from the lake—of 
the Desplaines River. Fifty different kinds 
of birds might be found this morning in one 
of its groves, while anemones, violets,phlox, 
clinging close to. the mold, vie with the 
opening blossoms of the hawthorn and the 
‘wild crabtree. The unimproved paths 
which zigzag between the trees along its 
banks will be peculiarly refreshing in July. 
The charm of its fall woods, with gay leaves 
overhead and noisy ones underfoot, will at- 
tract cyclists and pedestrians till the Indian 
summer has passed. 
Many dwellers in the vicinity of this river, 
and many more, who, “in the love of 
nature,” fare forth from Chicago by car, or 
wheel, or on foot to seek that vicinity, have 
felt and expressed the demand that this 
Desplaines Valley should be set aside as a 
public reservation. The utterly neglected 
or completely commercialized banks of the 
Chicago River are a warning against future 
indifference to natural features of interest, 
variety, and beauty in or about this city.
